With a cloud 
of words they offer to the inej^perienced 
dance students of America an amazing 
assortment of courses, such as aestlie- 
tics, labanotation, criticism, techni¬ 
que in inprovisation, the craft of 
choreography, non-verbal movsnent, 
structurai integration, space forming, 
effort-shape for dancers, hair stylirvg 
and ceramics o All this toraddle 
for the teenagers \,dTo have not mas¬ 
tered one school of tlxxight in dance. 

No vonder there is so much poor dancing. 

The Summer Dance Camp is not for 
the serious dance student but rather 
for the parent who wants a vacation 
fron their children. It vrould be less 
costly and a lot more humane for the 
family to go on a camping trip to¬ 
gether. 

The National Acadetny of Dance, 
tossing about the names of Margot 
Fonteyn and Maria Tallchief as dir¬ 
ectors - both of entirely different 
schools of thought and neither one 
a teacher. The Academy makes no 
mentions of the teaching staff that 
is to lure the students with that 
fancy name. Recently they had a 
try-out at the Ruth Page School at 
\dTich each applicant paid an audition 
fee of, $35.00 for the privilege of 
trying out. If chosen, they will 
pay $2,650.00 for tuition, plus 
$1,150,00 for room and board. A 
side-laugh, is tliat Dorothy Samach- 
son cannot vrite "school" news for her 
paper but this article was head¬ 
lined "Dance School Auditions". That 
is a considerable fee for High 
Srhool; tesides the majority of 
dance talent alv^ys ccsnes from 
families with modest incomes.

During those Stevens Building days 
va had a very close knit epoup of 
friends '- later broken lip' by the v®r. 
RUTH BIET.U.'ISKI, VI POITSR, RUTH STEIN, 
LOUIS YETTER and I-JEMRY SlfllSKO joined 
us nightly for dinn^ at Eergoff's 
on Ad^s Street. Ruti: died of cancer 
not too long ago, Vi moved to Arizona. 
Ruth bGc;am 0 . head of the Jewish relief 
in tiTe Paris office after the var 
(She had a'friend- x-jIto alsro studied.. 
JACK ■'/EFiGGSClIEA,. vho \as a gangster 's 
paramour ahd a Sicilian fashion plate.) 
Louis and Henry feotii enlised, viith- 
Louis spending most of his time in 
Qiungking, China. Henry semehot'/, 
made money in the service in 
Europe. He had alvays \ianted a 
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"gentile nose" and went to Hollyi-rod 
upon his return and ^ided up looking 
like Tcm Brown. Before he had a 
charming intimate style of singing 
that could have made a career but 
the operation erased his original 
charm. Louis does rehabilitation 
work in northern California.

Others went 
far into other directions, for 
instance, JOAN BABBO, and in¬ 
dependent and in many ways 
aditdrable girl vto once told me 
that v*ien she danced my choreography 
she was not at her best - but 
in her own choreography she was 
REALLY good. Joan worked in 
Henrici's Bakery Department 
(then around the comer from the stu¬ 
dio) to help pay for her schooling.

M?®y HEIM, sister of PAT, became a 
nun and novr is a teacher of Zoology 
in an Indiana Universil^, JAMES 
MOORE, the strong man in "That

Ballet master in the American 
Ballet Theatre. LILA DEE SEWAH) 
was in a well known Vaudeville 
act as the back end of a horse 
and is ixfw a teacher in a mid 
vjest college. MARY ELLEN 
JAlCKSON had the distinguished honor of 
having been shot out of a cannon in 
a Fair show. She now has her ovm 
school on the north side of Chicago. 

The Children's Civic Theatre ms 
killed in an effort to eooncmize by 
the then new Mayor Kennelly. That 
project cost the city a measly $1,500 
a year and that vas his only reduc¬ 
tion in his effort. 

Six very iirportant years of the 
school - (1944-1950) vjere spent in 
the Grand Theatre. The vrar was 
still on - the building had no 
heat - wore all the wool we 
could put on for classes - the 
studio vas very stall and it had 
many drav7backs but vje were liappy 
there. The classes in those days 
had irany well known dancers in them 
daily for it vas the time of 
"Cklahcma", "Carousel" and Brigadoon". 
Some of these dancers were JAMES 
JAE'IIESCN, DANIA KRLn?SKA, SONIA 

vDJcn;a;KKi, gemze de lappe, cyd 

CHARISSE, BETTA STRIEGLER ST. 

JOHN, KENNETH LEROY, JOB SANDERS, 

RALPH LYNN, BETSY ROSS, KELLY BROrlSf 
and CHARLES GRASSE, BOB FOSSE took 
a summer course there. Naturally, 
we left the Grand because we outgrew 
it. 

Many famous people of the theatre 
had played on the Grand stage, among 
than, George M. Cohan, Katiierine Cornell, 
Fanny Brice, A1 Jolson, Marilyn Miller, 
and Ethel Vfeters and most important to 
all of us - the Diaghileff Ballet had 
CMice graced its stage with Nijinski, 

Bolm, liopoukhova, and ICarsavina. 

We had many special parties in 
that studio, entertaining the Rambert 
Ballet Company on its v-eiy to Australia, 
and several parties for the Ballet 
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Theatre Conpany and tlio Oklahaja gang. 
Most special was the vrelcane hone party 
for BENTLEY STONE'S return from four 
years in the Air Corps. Those v;ho 
romanber ttiose parties will ratiamber 
that at the time -"The Game” - 
vas a craze vMch brought out ev^ery- 
one's pantomimic talents. 

CHARLES BENNETT and SUE RANDAL will 
rtanerriber the Saturday morning "cleaning 
rarty" ^dien a negligent janitor reversed 
the ventilation fans and pulled in all 
the soot and dirt from all the neigh¬ 
boring roof tops into our studio and 
the theatre. Classes had to be can¬ 
celled and it took the entire day to 
clean up the mess. 

With the move to 185 I-fest the 
school immediately changed character and 
became much larger and is a story in 
itself for another article. T’fe are nw 
in our 22nd year at this location and 
much has happened to pupils trained 
here. 

I often wndered vhat became of 
little ALEX2WEER DOBRITCH^ an amazing-, , 
ly talented yourg boy. Son of a . 
European circus family that once took 
private lessons from roe. He was 
brought to Chicago for a television 
series that went frcm February 
through to November. This was back 
in the days when Chicago veis still 
a producing center^ Alexander could 
not have been more than 8 or 9 years 
old ,, and vms the most dedicated and 
serious child I've ever had, I 
hopf:i he is happy and successful 
scttKiwhere in the world. 

So often vvG loose a child through 
sane tr:^-ck of fate in the 5Jamilies 
circumstances. CIAJ'LEME MC CLETLAND, 
vtio played ti:ie performance of the 

"The Dlind One" in kR. STONE'S I'Deau-- 
tifully touching ballet - "lies Enfcints 
Perdua" ga''^c such a sv'mpathetic per¬ 
formance to Jxj alTiiost heartbreaking. 
Dmiediately after the performance the 
parents separated and the chi-ld was 
whisked amy by her GraitJmotlier and 


we never heard of her again. The 
part was taken over by MARY STAIlJER 
idio married in her High School years 
and at an early age vas saddled v/ith 
several children, Mary, also was an 
exceptional talent. 

In 1965, when we saw the opera 
"Wozzeck'' vje were impressed with 
the child vho so ably carried the 
esnd of the opera. We had weuited 
to call VIRGINIA DONALDSON, a former 
pupil and friend in the Opera office 
to find the child's name... but, 
we had always liad a policy of not 
soliciting pipils vto might be in 
another school - we refrained. Some 
3 or 4 months later the child's 
mother called and enroll€3d her in 
our school “ the child is MORAG 
MAC KENZIE. 

At the time a teacher can 
never be sure vAiat is getting through 
to a pupil. But, I received a letter, 
T'Mle in the hospital from a fcamier 
pupil, MELODY STANGER. She had 
always underestimated her dance 
talent and v^s really superb in 
pantomime. The following quote 
from her letter is THE REASON 
I'MY WE continiK 2 to teach. "I 
learned so much from you - things 
that a half million people in this 
world may never learn. -Muscle 
control, grace, feeling, movement, 
expression, happiness and friendship. 

I learned to apjpreciate things that 
I never noticed before. I became 
aware of vSiat was ;‘ping on around 
me in the wor ld and van ted to express 
these feelings tliccugh dance. Sat^- 
hov; I guess they just didn't cone 
across. You. t:) hejp me, I , 

know that, yoar're the l.ardest work¬ 
ing ptiisc.i tbat I've ev a: Knoiv but 
when you Ln' to taach somenne that 
dosen't lij;:en its \;orth.'.ess. I guess 
deep in rm/ heciX't.rl wann't listening to 
it all, I wEr-l;ed to leaj'n j'icre than 
anytiiing in the world. Now, I am worJeing 
very hard at, becaniiig an actress, am 
extremely active in the dram departmejnt 
at school and am getting jobs in theaters 
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dinring the sunmer." Her training was 
not wasted.
